Plans Startle Legislators

W A SHINGTON— How near the Unitea S u ie s 
has been to full scale inierveniion, or even w ar 
m Indo-China, was emphasized at a seciei m eet­ 
ing betw een Secretary of State Dulles ana Adm. 
A rth u r R adford wdth top congressional leaders 
of both political parties. 


A t the conference, 
the 
two 
adnniiistrauon 
leaders proposed two moves which startled Re­ 
publican congressmen as m uch as the Democrats. 
The two moves were. 


1. By A dm iral R adlora—to send loui airplane 
carriers from the Philippines to lie off the Indo- 
Chinese coast and bomb the Reds; also to use 
long-range bom.bers based on the Philippines 
to blast Red supply lines and muiiiUons oases. 
2. By Secretary Dulles— Adoption of a ,ioint 
le.'Olution by congress to giving the President 
blanket authority to do anything he deemed 
advisable to prevent Indo-Chm a 
from 
going 
Communist. 
Justification for these tw'o dra.stic proposals 
w as based upon the stark seriousness of the 
allied position in Indo-China, w here it is feared 
p art of the French forces m ay be annihilated 
and w here it’.s feared the rest of the French 
forces m ay pull out. 
A dm iral Radford was not hopeful about the 
lorlress of Dein Bien Phu. He reported that 
Com m unist antiaircraft batteries were deadly 
accurate and were shooting down moM of French 
and Am erican planes ilying lower than 11,000 


.\iso the fort is so small that it is difficult to 
parachute supplies into such a small perim eter 
with any degree of accuracy, and much of the 
parachuted supplies fall outride the fortress 
into Communist hands.

Democratic reaclion 
’o the 
Dulles-Radford 
request fo.T congressional support for possible 
w a r in Tndo-China was summed up by Sen. 
Lvndon .Tohnson of Texas, the Democratic leader. 
■‘Time after time I have had to listen to my 
Republican colleague.” he said, looking at GOP 
leader \lTlliam Knowland of California. ‘-Tell 
us about the Korean w ar and how it started 
under the Democrats. Now it appear." we are 
faced with another Korea.” 
“Yes, and w^e have had to listen to the Republi­ 
cans call us the party of treason,” added Cong­ 
ressman John McCormack of Boston. “Our p a ­ 
triotism w'as impugned at a time when we all 
should have been united against Communism 
instead of fighting and condemning each r.tber. 
i doubt therefore if it would be very eas.v to get 
m any Democrats to vote for this resolution.” 
Senator Russell of Georgia, another Democrat, 
w as critical of the fact that the British and our 
other W estern allies had not yet been consulted 
about cooperating wdth us. 
“Do you m ean to say that you are a.sking cong- 
ref? for such broad authority without an agree­ 
ment from the French and British that they 
will join w ith u.s*’” Russell asked in brief. 
Knowland of California. Republican leader of 
the senate, w a s equally skeptical. He was just 
as em ohalic as the Democrats that congress m.iist 
be advised on how^ far our allies are willing to 
go before any blanket resolution was even sub­ 
mitted to congress. 
French Losing Heart 


Secretary Dulles brought out the fact that the 
French were offering n.ore independence today 
to the three Indo-Chinese states than those same 
state« had requested five years ago when they 
asked for common w ealth status. How-ever, the 
three states are now^ dem anding complete inde­ 
pendence W'hich is more than the French are 
willing to giv'e and still stay in the fight. On the 
other hand, the three states can hardly settle 
^or less than complete independence as long as 
Ho Chi M inh is offering complete “independence” 
under the Red banner 
Dulles m entioned in pas.sing that the govern- 
ment.s of the three independent states were u n ­ 
stable. Radford pointed out that if his plan for 
im mediate intervention were adopted we would 
go into Indo-China at the invitation, and with 
the cooperation of, the three independent states. 
.Admiral Radford, summarizing the m ilitary 
situation, said that the French lost heart for the 
war. He m ade it clear he did not favor sending 
.\m en c an ground troops imo Tndo-China. only 
U, S. air and naval forces. They could be pulled 
out in a hurry.

Several of the Democrats reminded Dulles 
and Radford that President Trum an had got a 
united recom m ednation from the joint chiefs of 
staff regarding K orea and then had assumed 
responsibility. He did not ask for a blank check 
from congre.ss first.

Congressman Percy Priest of Tenne."see wanted 
to know w hy Chiang K ai-Shek’s troop." were not 
brought to Indo-China from Formosa, especially 
since the Republicans, during and before the 
election campaign, had m ade such an 
is.sue 
of using C hiang’s troops. 


But Admiral Radford, who was among those 
who previously advoc.aten the use 
Chiane's 
force.", said that if Chiane's troops were re ­ 
moved from Formosa, it would be necessar’’ fcr 
the United States to protect Formosa 
The question was al."o raised about President 
Syngman Rhee’s offer to send one division of 
South K orean troops, but Radford flatly stamd 
that Korean troops w ere needed at hom.e. 
It w^as finally suggested by congressional lead­ 
ers of both political parties that Secretary DuHes 
and A dm iral Radford should come back 1o 
Capitol Hill with a “Full package” if they wanted 
favorable action. In other words, they should 
get a unanim ous recommer.dation by the ¡oiiu 
chiefs of sGff: al.'o a full agreemen* wi*h Ene- 
Gnd and France regarding th e'r cooperation. 
Only light touch during 
tw o -a n d -a-h a ^ - 
hour session vvas when some of the m arkers 
oegan falling off the m.ap of Indo-China. .Admii -d 
Radford had brought a top-secret m ap show'ing 
the location of French forces in Tndo-China: and 
for some reason, probably the heat of the room, 
the glue on the m arkers got soft and they began 
falling.

Im ports produced 
by foreign substandard labor would be curbed. 
Jap an is promised special consideration becau.se 
she i.s not a m em ber of GATT. 
The proposed reorganization of GATT would 
m ake it a consultative body and give it con- 
gre."sional authorization it has not had. 
A cabinet committee is said to be developing 
new metals and raw m aterials policy. A new 
U.S. m erchant m arine policy is also said to be 
in preparation.

.Another special me.ssage on foreign aid and 
technic.ai assistance is promised by the Pre.si- 
dent.
